To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
first  Annual  Report  to  you  relating  to  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
of  this  Borough  for  the  year  1946. 

All  of  the  statistical  data  applies  to  a  period  when  my  predecessor. 
Dr.  Rutherford,  was  in  office  ;  appropriate  observations  are  included  as 
well  as  hopes  for  improving  existing  services.  In  this  critical  post  war  period 
it  is  appreciated  that  many  long  felt  developments  will  have  to  be  sub¬ 
ordinated  to  the  National  effort. 

Before  us  we  have  on  the  horizon  the  enactment  of  the  new  Health 
Service  Act,  which  will  have  a  tremendous  affect  nationally.  I  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  affect  of  the  availability  of  medical  attention  with¬ 
out  the  need  for  direct  and  immediate  payment.  The  cost  of  hospital 
treatment  will  no  longer  accrue  to  local  bodies  but  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  are  included  details  of  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough  ;  however,  I  wish  to  here  present  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  the 
picture. 

The  birth  rate  of  22.8  per  thousand  shows  an  appreciable  increase 
over  the  rate  for  1945  (19.77)  ;  the  corresponding  figures  for  England  and 
Wales  and  London  respectively,  are  19.1  and  21.5. 

The  death  rate  has  increased  slightly  from  11.8  in  1945  to  11.9. 

The  birth  rate  is  not  only  capable  of  adequately  maintaining  the 
population,  but  also  for  accounting  for  a  national  increase  of  some  500  per 
annum.  The  housing  programme  will  have  to  be  considered  in  the  light 
of  this  increase. 

There  has  been  only  one  Maternal  Death  recorded. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  a  decrease  in  the  Tuberculosis  Death 
Rate  has  been  observed  (7.01  compared  with  7.8  for  1945). 

It  has  been  said  that  Tyneside  as  a  whole  has  an  adequate  birth  rate 
but  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  reflects  great  wastage.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  for  Wallsend  for  1946  is  62.3  and  the  comparable  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  43.  Let  us  take  this  as  a  challenge  in  Wallsend — let 

us  endeavour  to  reduce  this  figure. 

• 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  as  a  result  of  rigorous  measures  against 
Diphtheria,  no  deaths  from  this  disease  have  been  reported. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  has  been  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  year,  and  included  is  a  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  untiring  efforts  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees  are  highh^  appreciated,  and 
I  wish  here,  in  conclusion,  to  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Members  of  the  Staff  in  the  Health  Department  and  at  the  Health  Centre, 
for  their  keen  interest  and  loyal  support  in  carrving  out  their  duties.

Social  Conditions. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  with 
an  area  of  3,543-933  acres  and  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  River  Tyne,  is  situated  between  the  City  and 
County  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the  east  in  both  of  which  directions  it 
is  already  built  up  so  that  all  future  housing  or  industrial  develop¬ 
ments  can  only  be  established  northwards. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  as  well  as  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees  besides  which  the 
local  Colliery  Welfare  Scheme  has  established  pit-head  baths. 

With  the  exception  of  a  large  rope  works  in  the  area  mostly 
employing  unmarried  female  workers,  it  has  not  been  the  local 
custom  to  employ  female  workers  industrially. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  further  diminution  of  female 
labour  in  the  heavy  industries.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931 
census  was  44,587. 

For  1946  the  Registrar  General  has  fixed  the  Resident 
Population  of  Wallsend  as  46,410. 

For  yearly  records  of  population  see  Table  I  in  Appendix 
table. 
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BIRTHS. 

Births — During  1946  there  were  1058  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  22.79  per  1,000  population  compared  with  875  births  and 
a  rate  of  19.77  for  the  preceding  3'ear.  Of  the  total  births  550  were 
males  and  508  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  ”  and  “  Out¬ 
ward  ”  transfer  births. 


There  were  49  illegitimate  births  (22  male  and  27  female),  or 
4.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  annual  birth  rates  for  the  Borough  since  1913  are  shown 
in  Table  I  of  the  appendix.  The  number  of  births  reported  to 
the  Health  Department  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is 
shown  in  Table  VI  of  the  appendix.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff. — During  the  year,  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  as  in  the  detailed  list  on  Page  7. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  at  Newburn-on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Public  Analysts,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

(/;)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  Free  ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  through  the  Transport  Department  of  the  Corporation 
from  the  Central  Depot,  Portugal  Place,  Tel.  No.  63728,  where 
a  night  and  day  service  with  three  motor  ambulances  and  per¬ 
sonnel  is  maintained  for  the  transport  of  accident  and  other  cases 
to  and  from  hospital. 

During  the  year  there  were  4,439  ambulance  cases  including 
185  accident  cases — an  average  of  over  12  per  day. 

(2)  The  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide  motor 
ambulances  for  removal  of  infectious  cases  to  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  serving  their  combined  areas. 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  above,  several  industries  in  the  area 
maintain  their  own  ambulance  service,  whilst  also  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association  provide  an  ambulance  at  Willington 
Quay  to  serve  the  east. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1)  General. 

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the 
Borough,  the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Associations  respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of 
visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  advise  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local 
Authority’s  Health  Visitors,  and  a  card  detailing  the  conditions 
and  home  circumstances  is  completed  in  each  case,  further  a 
liaison  is  maintained  regarding  cases  between  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  staff. 

(4)  Midwives. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  are  the  Supervising 
Authority  under  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1936,  and  have  four  paid 
Midwives  serving  in  the  Borough,  also  the  Willington  Quay 
Nursing  Association  provide  mid  wives  for  tlie  eastern  portion  of 
the  Borough. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  New  Health  Centre,  The  Green,  which  was  officially 
opened  on  December  21st,  1940,  affords  model  School  Clinic  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  facilities.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  Registrar  General’s  return  records 
66  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year,  during  1946,  which,  with 
1058  births  shews  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  62.3  per  1,000 
births  compared  with  61.7  in  1945. 

Of  the  66  deaths,  39  occurred  among  males  and  27  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  70.9  and  53.1  per  1,000 
male  and  female  births  respectively. 

There  were  3  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  33,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  31.2  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  33  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  26  died  in  the  first  week.

Whilst  it  is  pleasing  to  record  a  local  birth  rate  continuing 
for  the  year  in  excess  of  that  for  the  smaller  towns  of  25,000  to 
50.000  inhabitants  as  well  as  that  for  the  countr}-  generally  on 
the  other  hand  it  is  somewhat  disapponting  that  the  local  infantile 
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mortality  rate  still  remains  in  excess  of  that  for  the  country 
generally.  Further  of  the  66  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year,  that 
33  died  in  the  hrst  month  and  26  actually  died  in  the  first  week 
of  existence  indicates  increased  effort  and  vigilence  in  the  pre¬ 
natal  care,  nourishment,  and  welfare  of  expectant  mothers.  The 
recommended  number  of  new  births  per  year  for  which  a  Health 
Visitor  should  be  responsible  is  100.  In  Wallsend  our  Health 
Visitors  care  for  approximately  200  births  per  year.  It  is  the 
intention  in  this  Borough  to  increase  the  number  of  Health 
Visitors  and  to  make  available  to  babies  closer  supervision 
regarding  Health  Measures.

PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

The  Health  Visitor  remains  the  ‘‘  Linch-pin  ”  in  the  welfare 
of  the  above  cases.  She  gives  appropriate  advice  and  where 
necessary  summons  aid  from  various  bodies,  e.g.  N.S.P.C.C., 
Family  Practitioner,  and  interested  Voluntary  Bodies.  By  this 
means  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  kept  within  reasonable 
limits.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  who  are  the  supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  provide  a  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  service  for  the  area,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  midwives  under 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  regulations  to  seek  medical  assistance 
at  the  cost  of  the  Supervising  Authority  for  abnormalties  or 
difficulties  during  confinement,  and  for  mothers  and  infants 
during  the  puerperium. 

Besides  the  above,  the  Local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  affords  medical  practitioners  specialist  consultation 
and  assistance  for  any  ante,  intra  or  post  natal  abnormal  condition 
of  mother  or  infant  up  to  the  end  of  the  puerperium,  in  addition 
to  which,  on  application,  a  free  maternity  outfit  is  afforded  to 
expectant  mothers  in  the  Borough,  for  whom  also  a  free  ante  and 
post  natal  medical  supervision  is  provided  by  a  panel  of  local 
general  medical  practitioners,  who  are  paid  a  capitation  fee  in 
respect  of  each  case,  and  choice  of  doctor  is  exercised  by  the 
expectant  mother  herself. 
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Maternity  hospital  provision  for  the  area  is  afforded  by  the 
Wallsend  Maternity  Hospital,  a  voluntary  institution  with  14 
beds,  and  the  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital  with  15  beds, 
whilst  also  maternity  cases  from  Wallsend  are  admitted  to  the 
County  Council  Maternity  Hospital  at  Dilston  Hall  and  the 
Local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  these 
Hospitals  the  costs  incurred  in  respect  of  all  necessitous  mat¬ 
ernity  cases  admitted  from  the  Borough,  in  addition  to  which  the 
Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital  also  admit  maternity  cases 
from  Wallsend  in  respect  of  which  cases  being  necessitous  the 
Local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  the  Hospital 
£240  per  annum  for  such  services.

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS 
AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  Newcastle  Diocesan  Association  for  Rescue  have  a 
Wallsend  Branch  and  shelter  at  66  Park  Road  in  charge  of  Miss 
W.  Skinner,  and  afford  valuable  assistance  in  the  protection  and 
welfare  of  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless 
children.  Besides  assisting  in  securing  affiliation  orders,  and  sit¬ 
uations  for  mothers,  the  Association  also  assists  in  securing 
admission  to  maternity  homes  and  homes  for  infants. 

During  the  year  1946  the  following  cases  were  assisted  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  who  maintain  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply 
throughout  the  year. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of 
impurities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial 
uses,  etc. 

A  proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough 
have  the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard. 

When  the  shortage  of  houses  becomes  less  urgent  these 
houses  will  be  dealt  with  either  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  or  the 
owners  will  be  requested  to  carry  out  works  of  reconstruction.

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PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Pah.,  and  a  continuous 
aeration  filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there 
is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The 
bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  million  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministrv  of  Health. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE  STATIC  WATER  TANKS. 

Static  water  tanks  have  been  sprayed  with  a  special  disin¬ 
fectant  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  growth  of  mosquito  larvae. 

SCHOOLS 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
as  well,  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars, 

DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

A  plan  for  a  new 
cow  byre  and  dairy  in  the  area  was  submitted  to  the  Health 
Department,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  material  the  owners  were 
refused  a  license  to  carry  out  the  work. 

THE  MILK  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1936-1947. 

Circular  No.  10/46  dated  the  18th  January,  1946,  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1946,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  March,  1946. 
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The  Regulations  rescind  the  plate  count  test  and  require 
that  both  Pasteurised  Milk  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteur¬ 
ised)  shall  comply  with  the  Phosphatase  test  and  with  the  Methy¬ 
lene  Blue  Test  in  the  form  in  which  the  tests  have  already  been 
prescribed  for  heat-treated  milk  by  the  Heat-Treated  Milk 
(Prescribed  Tests)  Order,  1944.

The  Positive  ”  sample  was  reported  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
who  carried  out  an  inspection  of  the  affected  herd.  The  first 
interim  report  was  as  follows  : — 

“  A  clinical  examination  was  made  on  the  17th  April,  1946, 
when  six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
Biological  Test,  the  result  of  which  will  be  given  in  due 
course. 

Since  the  original  positive  sample  was  taken  five  cows  had 
been  graded.” 

The  final  report  was  as  follows  : — 

“  One  of  the  individual  samples  referred  to  in  my  previous 
report  proved  positive  biologically,  and  I  am  informed  that 
the  cow  from  which  this  sample  was  obtained  died  before 
the  Biological  Report  was  received. 

The  rest  of  the  samples  have  now  been  certified  not  tuber¬ 
culosis.” 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938,  Sections  13/14. 

ICE  CREAM. 

During  the  month  of  June  the  Health  Department  staff 
carried  out  an  extensive  survey  of  premises  manufacturing  Ice 
Cream  in  the  Borough.  Samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  to 
the  County  Laboratory,  Newburn,  and  a  large  proportion  of  these 
samples  were  found  to  be  most  unsatisfactory.  Samples  taken 
from  street  vendors  were  also  unsatisfactory. 

A  special  report  was  subrhitfed  to  the  Sanitary  Committee 
on  the  23rd  July,  1946,  and  after  a  prolonged  discussion  upon 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  appertaining  to  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  together  with  the  Health  Officials,  interview 
the  Ministry  of  Health  with  a  view  to  emphasising  the  necessity 


for  further  legislation  or  regulations  to  govern  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  Ice  Cream.  The  Ministr}^  did  not  agree  to  the  Dep¬ 
utation  but  infoimed  the  Council  that  new  regulations  were  about 
to  be  issued  regarding  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream. 

I'he  Sanitary  Committee  held  a  special  meeting  in  August  of 
all  Ice-Cream  Dealers  manufacturing  Ice  Cream  in  the  Borough, 
and  after  receiving  copies  of  the  reports  on  the  unsatisfactory 
Ice  Cream  the  Dealers  gave  an  undertaking  to  improve  the 
conditions  in  the  manufacture  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

One  applicant  who  had  already  been  registered  b}^  the  Local 
Authority  was  removed  from  the  register. 

4  applicants  for  registration  were  refused,  as  the  premises 
were  found  to  be  unsuitable.

Bacteriologically  the  sample  is  good,  only  2,750  organisms

On  the  4th  October,  1946,  the  Council  passed  the  following 
resolution  ;■ — 

"  That  in  order  to  further  the  efforts  for  the  production  of 
clean  ice  cream  the  Government  be  pressed  to  introduce  legis- 
latioii  whereb}^  persons  selling  ice  cream  will  be  required  to  be 
licensed  by  the  Local  Authority  of  the  area  in  which  the  ice  cream 
is  sold  in  addition  to  the  present  requirements  of  Section  14  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  whereby  only  premises  used  for  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream  must  be  registered  with  the 
Local  Authoritv  and  that  other  Local  Authorities  be  commun- 
icated  with  hereon.” 

The  Ministry  of  Health  acknowledged  the  resolution,  and 
stated  that  having  regard  however  to  Section  16  (1)  and  14  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  together  with  the  public  health 
safeguards  under  Section  13  of  the  Act,  it  was  not  clear  to  the 
Minister  that  any  additional  control  would  accrue  by  the  licensing 
of  all  persons  selling  the  product  either  from  registered  premises 
or  otherwise. 

On  the  3rd  December,  1946,  the  Town  Council  resolved 
”  that  as  the  question  of  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  the 
Regulations  relating  thereto  appeared  to  call  for  collaboration 
between  Local  Authorities  a  Conference  be  convened  to  which 
other  Local  Authorities  be  invited  to  send  representatives. 

Circular  No.  183/46.  8th  October,  1946. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  the  above  Circular  on  the  8th 
October,  1946,  and  also  forwarded  a  copy  of  draft  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1946. 

4'he  Regulations  which  come  into  operation  on  May  1st,  1947, 
provides  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  either  by  the  ”  Com¬ 
plete  Cold  Mix  ”  or  ”  Heat  Treated  ”  process,  will  no  doubt  give 
Local  Authorities  greater  assistance  in  endeavouring  to  get  a 
clean  ice  cream. 

The  sale  of  loose  Ice  Cream  from  street  vehicles,  barrows  or 
stalls  is  still  a  potential  danger  to  all  our  efforts  in  endeavouring 
to  secure  a  cleaner  commodity.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  marked  decline  in  the  nuinber 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notihed.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  in  1945  early  diagnosis  of  new  cases  was  made  through 
the  medium  of  Mass  Miniature  Radiography.

The  incidence  of  scabies  remains  much  the  same  in  the 
immediate  post  war  period  and  continues  to  demand  energetic 
measures  to  curtail  its  incidence  and  afford  treatment,  facilities 
for  which  when  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Richardson  Dees 
School  A.R.P.  First  Aid  Post  was  disbanded,  was  established  at 
the  Old  School  Clinic  premises.  Vine  Street,  part  of  which  were 
reconstructed  for  the  purpose  and  a  female  employed  to  undertake 
treatment  sessions  as  required. 

Attempts  are  being  made  to  treat  the  entire  family  when  a 
single  case  is  discovered,  by  this  means  carriers  are  eliminated.
